preme court room, the ohauoery court 
room and legislative chambers would 
lave to go. 
The books and documents 


were removed hastily from the offices of 
the comptroller, state treasurer and sec- 
retary of atate. 
The fire waa finally 


checked at 7 o'clock, although the en- 
rinea are still playing on the rains in 
order that access may bo had to the 
chancery vanlte, when exceedingly val- 
uable papers relating to thousands of
